Without a moment’s hesitation, 
she took charge, collected the sur- 
viving nutses, gave them band- 
ages and aid ——— and

She helped to supervise the first 
aid work, seeing that the dead 
weré covered as quickly as pos- 
sible, and putting a more merciful 
semblance of order over the whole 
night-marish scene. 

The same nurses who seemed 
near the breaking point a week 
ago were busy everywhere there 
were dead or wounded. Even late 
Monday night they were still work- 
ing but they took time out to tel! 
how Lt. Talboy organized them 
after the tragedy. 

Some of the nurses were crying, 
but. soundlessly — tears on their 
cheeks in the cold moonlight the 
only sign. For these dead and 
dying were not strangers to them, 
but ‘their own daily comrades of 
many months of war.

Miners Dig for Child Who Fell 


Into Cave-in 


Over Old Mines 


(Picture on Page SA.) 


PITTSTON, Pa., Feb. 9 (AP).— 
Tired miners built an ever-grow- 
ing mound of earth today as they 
dug without rest for the body of a 
little girl swallowed yesterday by 
a cave-in over an abandoned an- 
thracite mine. 

The mound contained ‘350 tons 
at noon today but the miners, 
neighbors of the girl's father, a 
Navy enlisted man, said it might 
be increased by several days’ fur- 
ther digging before the body of 
2-year-old Jule Ann Fulmer is 
recove 

Her aunt, Mrs. Marie Mitchell, 
told this story of the tragedy: 

She and Jule Ann and the child’s 
five-year-old brother, David, were 
walking along the sidewalk in a 
residential street after shopping. 
Mrs, Mitchell peeled a tangerine 
and handed it to Jule Ann, and 
the child fell back a few steps. 
Then the earth cracked, / 

“I leaped back, pulling Jule with 


one. hand and knocking David 
back with the other,” Mrs. Mitchell 
said. “But the rush of earth tore 
Jule from me. There was nothing 
I could do to save her: She just 
disappeared.” 

The hole into which the child 
disappeared was 40 feet deep and 
10 feet across. Miners dug into it 
all night under floodlights while 
thousands watched, 

Crews worked in relays, sus- 
pended in the deep hole by ropes, 
and passing up the dirt bucket by 
bucket.

American Mitchells in morning 
and afternoon raids pounded build- 
ings in Cisterna where the enemy 
had concealed tanks and guns, and 
crewmen said the bombs leveled a 
large part of the town, 15 miles 
northeast of Anzio and 26 miles 
southeast of Rome. 

Cisterna, a model town of the 
Pontine agricultural development, 
has been converted by the Ger-

Jerry, whose other pets, past 
and present, have included turtles, 
tortoises, snakes and dogs, admit- 
ted he wanted to take Cubby to 
school, but his father indicated he 
thought otherwise. 

Back at the Zoo, Cubby will 
have the “run of the reptile house” 


for the time being, Lentz _ ex- 
plained. The cub will sleep in the 
basement and spend its days in 
the office with the men until it 
becomes beyond control, he said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP).— 
The disputed service vote question 
was sent to a Senate-House con- 
ference committee today for 
threshing out the Federal-State 
ballot controversy. 

As soon as this action was tak- 
en by the House, Speaker Ray- 
burn named the following con- 
ferees; Chairman Worley (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Blections Committee 
and these committee members: 
Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi; Bon- 
ner (Dem.), North Carolina; Le- 
Compte (Rep.), Iowa, and Ells- 
worth (Rep.), Oregon. 

The Senate, after weeks of de- 
bate, passed a bill late yesterday 
providing for a uniform Federal 
ballot for service men and women, 
and sent it to the House, which 
last Friday had voted emphatical- 
ly to leave the balloting machin- 
ery in the hands of the states. 
The bill passed by the Senate 
also authorizes the use of state 
ballots. 

Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, leader of the House 
fight against a Federal ballot, said 
the Senate action was “unusual 
and ridiculous” and that the 
House would never accept “a bob- 
tailed Federal ballot.” 

One Republican suggested a so- 
lution might be based on a pro- 
posal by Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, that Federal war ballots be 
used only by service men and 
women from states that fail to 
provide for absentee balloting by 
soldiers and sailors, 

The Senate bill would require 
the military services to make 
equal effort in delivering state and 
Federal ballots overseas. 

Under the measure, a state, if 
its absentee balloting procedure is 
to be considered “adequate,” must 
supply ballots weighing no more 
than 1.2 ounces, must have them 
ready for mailing at least 45 days 
before the election and-must waive 
local registration requirements for 
residents in the armed services.

Jury Proposal Amended. 

A controversial proposal destroy- 
ing the present system for selec- 
tion of qualified and intelligent 
jurors for service in St. Louis

Talks With Boise Leaders. 

Willkie carried his tour of the 
Pacific northwest to Idaho’s cap- 
ital city today, conferring with 
Republican leaders at Boise. He 
planned to go on by train tonight 
to Tacoma, Wash., where he will 
make a public address Friday. 

In his address last night he 
said he desired to speak not only 
to those who “recognize the dan- 
gers involved in giving the Presi- 
dent a fourth term” but also to 
those who believe “these dangers 
are outweighed by the advan- 
tages that would be ours in this 
critical period if we continue the 
unbroken tenure of the present 
administration.”

JAPAN REPORTED 
TURNING QUT 1200 
PLANES A MONTH 


Enemy Apparently Able 
to Build Up Reserve 
Despite Heavy Losses 
in Pacific Areas. 


By WILLIAM FRYE. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP).— 
@An estimate that Japanese fac- 
tories are turning out aircraft at 
a rate of 1200 or more a month 
came from high quarters here: to- 
day, coupled with a report that 
the Japanese—like the Germans— 
are concentrating significantly on 
defensive types. 

This report on Japanese produc- 
tion, about 100 per cent higher 
than most of the guesses made 
since Pearl Harbor, would go far 
to explain the enemy’s apparent 
ability to replace his heavy losses 
and indicate that his reserve of 
planes has not been reduced ap- 
preciably. 

700 Lost in 5 Weeks. 

In a little more than a month, 
from Jan. 1 to Feb. 6, the Japa- 
nese lost more than 700 planes in 
the . Pacific—more than 200 of 
them destroyed on the ground. 
The greatest destruction was 
wrought in the South and South- 
west Pacific, where Allied airmen 
in 28 missions during this period 
demolished 519 enemy planes, 111 
of them on the ground at Rabaul 
and Wewak. In the Marshalls, 
land- and carrier-based attacks in 
29 missions in January destroyed 
151 enemy planes, of which 90 
were caught on the ground. 
Thirty-three were shot down in 
Burma-India and five in China. 

This rate of loss becomes signifi- 
cant in the light of the enemy's 
dependence on aircraft to hold his 
outer defense lines. The ability 
of the United States Navy to move 
almost at will in the Pacific, |

Paris (Mo.) Man to Seek 
Democratic Nomination for 
Attorney General. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEPFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.— 
Olliver W. Nolen of Paris, Mon- 
roe County, formerly an assistant 
Attorney General of Missouri, to- 
day entered the Democratic 
primary as a candidate against 
former State Senator Lemuel N. 
Searcy of governorship-steal fame 
for th® nomination for Attorney 

General, 

Nolen filed his formal declara- 
tion of candidacy in the office of 
Secretary of State today. Thus 
far, he and Searcy are the only 
Democratic candidates for the 
office. 

Nolen served eight years as an 
assitant under Attorney General 
McKittrick, resigning last year to 
return to private practice. Pre- 


viously he was Prosecuting Attor- 


ney of Monroe County two years. 
He is 48 years old and has prac- 
ticed law for 20 years. 

As assistant Attorney General 
he successfully defended the con- 
stitutionality of the Missouri sales 
tax and prepared the rules and 
regulations for its administration. 
He wrote ‘600 legal opinions, a 
record for one assistant in that 
length of time. He established a 
record as a successful prosecutor, 
having been assigned to conduct 
the prosecutions in many criminal 
cases when local officials asked 
for state assistance. 

In announcing his candidacy he 
said it would be his purpose, if 
elected, to conduct the office of 
Attorney General “as a law of- 
fice, and not as a political of- 
fice.” 

“I will advise with and co-oper- 
ate with the executive officers of 
the state,” he said. “I will not 
play polities with the office. It 
will be my purpose to give the 
best legal advice of which I am 
capable to those officers who call 
upon me.” 

Nolen comes from a heavily 
Democratic section of the state, 
the Democratic proportion of the 
vote in Monroe/County being the 
largest of any county. It is in the 
section frequently referred to as 
“Little Dixie.”

Sets Up Demobilization Director Appointed 
by President for Two-Year Term, and 
Who Would Consult With Joint House 


and Senate Committee. |

WASHINGTON, Feb, 9. 


SSERTING that demobilization problems are “so transcendent 


that the economic destiny of 


this country may well depend on 


their proper solution,” the Senate special committee on Postwar 
Economic Policy and Planning today reported a detailed plan for 
cancelation of war contracts, reconversion of industry from. war to 
peace and the disposal of military surpluses, 


The committee recommended 
the establishment, by statute, of 
an Office of Demobilization, 
headed by a director, who would 
be appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate for a 
two-year term. This director 
would be authorized to select 
deputy directors, each of whom 
would be in charge of contract 
cancellations, plant reconversions 
and surplus property disposal and 
such other unit as may be neces- 
eary. 

These three or more deputy dl- 
rectors would also be members of 
a full-time ‘advisory board “com- 
posed of the ablest men whose 
services can be secured, whom 
the director can constantly call 
upon for advice and assistance.” 

In addition to this board, there 
would be created a joint con- 
gressional committee of three 
Senate and three House members 
“to confer with the director on 
matters of broad general policy, 
and to whom he should report not 
less frequently than every 30 days 
on all general policy decisions 
made by him.” 


A Novel Plan. 


This congressional committee, 
any of its members or any of its 
designees, would be authorized to 
attend all meetings of the Direc- 
tor’s Board. This is a novel plan, 
and while the director would’ be 
selected by the President, he 
would have to consult with and 
report to ess. 

“The Office of Demobilization,” 
the report said, “should be su- 
. preme in all matters relating to 
industrial reconversion to. peace, 
except that, so long as hostilities 
continue, it should be subordinate 
to the Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion and should cq-ordinate all of 
its activities with other agencies 
through that office, keeping the 
Director of War Mobilization con- 
stantly advised of those activities. 

“It should not be an operating 
agency, as all of the evidence be- 
fore this committeé indicates that 
the actual carrying out of plans 
can best be handled by agencies 
already established, under the 
over-all policies laid down by the 
Office of Demobilization. It, how- 
ever, should have the power to set 
up its own administrative machin- 
ery, or to supplement the admin- 
istrative machinery of existing 
agencies in any case in which the 
existitzg agency fails to follow its 
direation or has inadequate man- 
power for the job assigned to it.” 


Byrnes, Baruch Silent. 


Senator Walter F. George of 
Georgia, chairman of the special 
committee, filed the committee re- 
port today. At a press conference 
yesterday, he disclosed that War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes and his special adviser, 
Bernard M. Baruch, had declined 
to comment on a tentative report, 
although they had testified be- 
fore the committee. Byrnes and 
Baruch, George said, had taken 
the position that they had no au- 
thority to participate in the mak- 
ing of legislative policy. ; 

harsh is writing his own pro- 
gram for the postwar transition 
period, which is expected to cov- 
er many of the same problems as 
the committee report. He expects 
it to be ready within about two 
weeks. 

In addition to recommending an 
independent central agency which 
would report to Congress every 
threé months, the committee re- 
port advocated “general policies” 
and outlined the detailed pro- 
cedures for contract cancellation, 
plan* reconversion and surplus 
disposal. As to the last-named 
proposals, a committee spokesman 
described the report as “recom- 
mending the handling,of Govern- 
ment funds more loosely than ever 
before in the world.” This had 
been recommended, he said, in or- 
der to get business back on a 
peacetime basis. The policies ad- 
vocated were in accord with the 
present fear in Congress of Gov- 
ernment ownership or control of 
industry. The first policy recom- 
mendation was: 

“The paramount consideration 
in the handling of all demobiliza- 
tion problems: should be the pre- 
servation and strengthening of 
the American system of free com- 
petitive enterprise. All war plants 
and war surpluses should be han- 
died by the demobilization agency 
so as to promote such enterprise.” 


Re-employment. 


Next in order was: “Every ac- 
tion taken should be controlled by 
the compelling necessity of get- 
ting American business on a full 
employment basis with the mini- 
mum possible delay. The dollar 
value to the Government of the 
things dealt with should not be 
lost sight of, but its consideration 
should not interfere with the ac- 
complishment of this objective.” 

The committee also recommend- 
ed that authority be expressly 
withheld from any agency to dis- 
pose of Government-owned plants 
in basic industries where the gov- 
ernmental holding of those plants 
were sufficient to exert a prepon- 
derant influence on the future 


course of that industry. In this 
category, the report said,’ were 2 t.- 
plane factories, rubber, aluminu.. 
and magnesium plants, shipyards, 
pipelines and steel mills, 

“The use or disposal of these 
plants in these industries,” the re- 
port said, “may well have to be 
correlated with the nation’s for- 
eign policy, and Congress should 
expressly legislate further in re- 
gard to them.” 

It was explained that this 
passage meant that the commit- 
tee was unwilling to delegate to 
one man whether, for instance, 
the United States would stay in 
the synthetic rubber business, 


On Monopolies. 
The committee also held that 
no Government plant should be 
disposed of in a manner to create 
a monopoly or encourage monop- 
olies. As to surplus properties, 
the committee said that wherever 
practicable small purchasers 
should be favored, 
There had been a discussion in 
the committee on the disposal of 
surpluses abroad and a bar against 
re-importation of military. goods 
into this country. .The com- 
promise was in these words: 
“Any surpluses that cannot be 
absorbed in this country within a 
reasonable time without disrupt- 
ing the economy should be ‘sold 
abroad, where this can be done 
without also unduly disrupting the 
domestic economy.” 
Defending its proposal for the 
immediate payment of Govern- 
ment funds on the cancellation of 
contracts and for reconversion 
e— the policy statement 
said: | 
“The shutting down of. fac- 
tories, the stoppages of work and 
the unemployment of workers 
through delays in contract Wettle- 
ment will cause far greater loss of 
revenue to the Government — to 
say nothing of the general econ- 
omy—than could possibly be saved 
through conventional preaudit of 
contractors’ claims. The prime 
requisites in the settlement of 
such claims are speed and fair- 
ness, and these should not be sac- 
rificed in an effort to detect latent 
fraud prior to settlement, but the 
most complete adequate machin- 
ery should be set up for post 
audit to detect and punish fraud.” 
The report pointed out that dur- 
ing the last two years approxi- 
mately 10,000 prime contracts had 
been canceled and that the aver- 
age time for settlement was six to 
eight months, 


Million; Army Contracts. 

It also noted that Under Secre- 
tary of War.Patterson had testi- 
fied that when hostilities ceased 
the Army alone would cancel 10, 
000 prime contracts, which in turn 
would result in the cantellation of 
a million important subcontracts. 

“There will be no war contracts 
to substitute at that time,” the re- 
port observed. “The factories hold- 
ing those contracts provide em- 
ployment for a majority of the 
workers in manufacturing indus- 
tries and indirectly provide em- 
ployment for many millions in the 
distributing industries. To avoid 
disastrous unemployment totals 
the period of cessation of work 
in those factories must be kept to 
an absolute minimum.” 

As the magnitude of the 
postwar task, the report said: 

“Regardless of any governmental 
plans that may be made for pub- 
licly-financed construction pro- 
grams and similar work programs, 
the question whether or not this 
country has an intolerable unem- 
ployment situation will depend up- 
on the speed with which~-private 
industry can be reconverted to 
peace. The Brookings Institution, 
in its study of postwar re-employ- 
ment, concludes: ‘A state of rea- 
sonable full employment at the 
end of the transition period would 
be realized with an employment 
level of 54 millions. This would 
mean an increase of employment 
over 1940 of about eight millions, 
or, roughly, 17 per cent.’ 

. “Based on War Manpower Com- 
mission estimates, the same re- 
port concludes that if the war 
continues there will be employed in 
December, 1944, outside the armed 
forces, approximately 50 million 
people. This leaves four million 
additional who must find employ- 
ment outside the armed forces. It 
must be borne in mind that this 
is a greater number of people 
than have ever been employed in 
private industry before in America. 
The problem of getting these 
people to work will be difficult 
enough without complicating it by 
having factories remain idle . be- 
cause they cannot get their plants 
cleared of war inventories and 
Government machinery and their 
canceled war contracts settled.”

Uproar Likely

unless Premier W. L. Mackenzie 
King acts with conspicuous cour- 
age and frankness. 

Using a well-understood - for- 
mula, the Canadian Government 
attributed McNaughton’s retire- 
ment to ill health in order to avoid 
just the type of controversy 
which has now been provoked by 
his challenge. “Andy” insists he 
is perfectly fit and demands that 
those responsible for stating the 
contrary establish the basis for 
their announcement. 

That McNaughton, organizer of 
Canada’s World War II Army and 
its commander in Britain for over 
four years, had “resigned” was 
first disclosed in press dispatches 
from England Dec. 27. It was 
stated then that Lt. Gen. Stuart, 
Chief of Staff at Ottawa of the 
Canadian Army, would take over 
until a regular successor was 
chosen. McNaughton arrived in 
Canada Feb. 3 and immediately 
declared in an Ottawa interview 
that “I am very fit.” 


“Given a Bowler Hat.” 


It is difficult to see how the 
Canadian Government can justify 
its' statement without declaring 
frankly what led it to its conclu- 
sion that Gen. McNaughton was 
not fit. Not fit, that is, to con- 
tinue command of Canadian forces 
overseas. . See 

‘In simple military parlance, Mc- 
Naughton, after careful and anx- 
ious consideration in Ottawa, was 
“given a bowler hat.” And the 
present trouble arises from the 
fact that “Andy” did not find that 
hat big enough. ; 

Because he has been built up in 

da as a national leader of 
ceptional brilliance, who is mainly 
responsible for the existence today 
of a first-class Canadian Army, 
McNaughton’s enforced retirement 
may be seized by the parliament- 
ary opposition as a stick with 
which to beat the Mackenzie King 
administration.

Welles Says Polish Border Issue 
Should Be Settled for Sake of Unity 


Tides of War Creating Situations Which, if 
Permitted to Drift, Might Jeopardize Aim 
of Lasting Peace, He Asserts.

ROM the time of our entrance into the second World War, ous 
Government has officially maintained the position that all deci- 
sions regarding territorial readjustments in Europe should be 


postponed until after the war is won. 


For many reasons this had 
seemed the wiser and the safer 
course to take, 

From a purely military point of 
view, to raise during the war 
questions which are in the highest 
degree controversial, which prob- 
ably involve differences of policy 
between the major members of 
the United Nations, and which are 
calculated to arouse deeply emo- 
tional passions on the part of 
many of the occupied peoples, can 
only endanger military unity and 
increase the problems and risks of 
military strategy. 

Moreover, here in the United 
States there are great numbers of 
citizens closely bound by ties of 
origin to the European peoples 
most directly involved, and the de- 
bating of such problems during 
the war must inevitably create in- 
ternal controversy and bitterness 
to the detriment of national unity, 
which is all-important when every 
energy of the nation must be dedi- 
cated to the war effort. 

These are considerations of the 
greatest weight. They cannot be 
lightly brushed aside. 


War Forcing Issue. 


But, notwithstanding our own 
legitimate reasons for desiring 
postponement, these questions 
have nevertheless been very force- 
fully raised in recent weeks. 


The problem which confronts us 
today is whether the permanent 
interests of this country will not 
be better served by recognizing 
that the force of present circum- 
stances is such as to make it im- 
perative that at least certain of 
these decisions be made now, 
without further delay. 

For the tides of war are mov- 
ing, and moving fast, and with 
them they are bringing accom- 
plished facts and creating estab- 
lished positions.

A Lawyer Dissents 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I ath not in sympathy with the recent 
editorial which criticised the dissenting 
opinion of Justices Roberts and Frank- 
furter in the seaman’s compensation 
case. ‘I know nothing about the merits 
of the case, not having read either the 
majority or the dissenting opinion. 
accept the facts as they are briefly 
stated in the editorial. . 

Our jurisprudence consists of constitu- 
tions, the common law and statutory 
laws. By constitutional provisions, the 
several states adopted the common law 
then in existence as the law of the land. 
Of course, statutes were enacted only 
after constitutions were first adopted. 
The common law consists of certain 

statutes and decisions of Eng- 
lish and American courts as they existed 
prior to the adoption of our several con- 
stitutions. 

- The oath of a Judge binds him to up- 
hold the constitutions and the laws, His 
function is to apply and interpret them 
—not to make a new constitution or to 
make new laws. Whether he approves 
or disapproves of a given law is imma- 


terial, His is not the function to deter- ~~ 


mine its wisdom. The disregard of a 


suitable common law precedent is tanta-_ 


mount to a refusal to apply a duly en- 
acted statute. Both are the law, equally 
“sacrosanct,” to borrow your term, Un- 
der our system ‘(former?), the power to 
make and change laws is vested ex- 
clusively in the legislative branch. 

The disregard of precedent would give 
every Judge the right to decide a case 
according to his personal concept of jus- 
tice. We would have as many kinds of 
law as there are variations in human 
nature. We would no longer have a s0- 
ciety governed by rules, wise or unwise, 

Considef a specific example with which 
you are somewhat familiar. Some years 
ago, you published an editorial criticis- 
ing Judge Rowe. In doing so, you re- 


lied on the law for immunity to con-. 


tempt and libel. The law you relied on 
was not made by the Legislature, It con- 
sisted entirely of precedents, You were 
cited for contempt and fined by Judge 
Rowe. He applied the law according to 
his concept of justice. He thought (sin- 
cerely, I believe, but the point is more 
effective if we would assume he was in- 
sincere) that you were guilty and he act- 
ed accordingly. You felt aggrieved and 
appealed, 

On appeal you sought to justify your 
conduct on the ground that you acted 
according to legal precedent. The Su- 
preme Court agreed and exonerated you. 
Had that court ruled otherwise, do you 
think you would have dared to ‘write 
the editorial concerning the seaman’s 
case? In it, please remember, you go 80 
far as to impugn the motives of the dis- 
senting Judges by suggesting they were 
irked by the action of their colleagues 
in the flag-salute case. 

If the law as it existed prior to the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
seaman’s case was unfair according to 
your standards, why don't you criticise 
Congress for not having changed it?

For the first time since the little King and 
Mussolini yoked their country with Fascism, 
leaders dare to unite and dedicate themselves 
to popular rule for a nation worn thin by Fascist 
chains.

Anger on the Supreme Bench 


Regardless of the merits in the dispute be- 
tween Justices Frankfurter and Roberts on the 
one side, and Justices Black and Murphy on the 
other, the running dispute of factions in the 
United States Supreme Court is becoming less 
and less seemly, and is damaging its prestige. 

The disputation, which did not begin on too 
impersonal a plane, is degenerating into squab- 
bling. — 

It is inevitable that opinions within the court 
should differ, but the public discussion should 
always be dignified, and appropriate to the judi- 
cial chambers rather than to the soap-box. 

Of bickering in Washington there has been 
a-plenty, and oftentimes of a fairly cheap variety. 
It has become go intolerable that President Roose- 
velt was impelled late last year to warn his re- 
movable appointees that anyone who engaged in 
public acrimony with a fellow-official would be 
expected to submit his resignation. 

The discipline which the President proposed 
to invoke does not apply to Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, who are presumed to be controlled 
by their own sense of the proprieties, —

The Way to Handle Finland 

Secretary of State Hull has warned Finland, 
as he has done several times before, to get out 
of the war or take the conséquences.

Suppose the large counties and many 
cities were given the chance to clean up 
their nineteenth century courthouses and 
city halls with modern, business-like char- 
ters— 

Suppose the wasteful county system gen-

Suppose the obstacles to a genuinely 
modern postwar rural highway and city 
trafficway system should be knocked out 
of the old Constitution— 


Suppose the Justice of the Peace court

If a revised Constitution including all 
those sweeping and fundamental changes 
in Missouri State and local government 
should-be submitted and adopted by the 
voters, it would mean a half-century of 
progress with one stroke of the pencil in 
the polling booth. The changes are 80 
great they might sound like an unattainable 
dream of a perfect Constitutional Conven- 
tion. 


By no means is it a perfect convention: 

but the stand-out plans for the future are 
not unattainable. Right now they are on 
,the probable list. And this from a con- 
vention that is rated conservative! Through 
all the monkey business, each day seems 
to bring these main objectives closer to 
fulfillment. And many less spectacular but 
highly important changes could be added 
for a much longer list. 


At the showdown, of course, all may not 
be attained. Some may be modified. For 
example, the advocates of a Governor’s 
cabinet system may not get all they ask, 
but the thinking has gone so far that even 
the leading opponents would go most of 
the way to put all tax collection and other 
general administration under the Governor. 


Some good things cannot be expected. 
There appears to be no chance to get the 
delegates together on a State merit system, 
for instance. 

Still, with all the fumbling, the delegates 
continue to move closer and closer toward 
their opportunity to make this a great con- 
vention that will deserve a high place in 
the State’s history. 


Right now, it appears that only some 
major blunder like tinkering with the non- 
partisan court plan or the Conservation 
Commission could wreck the splendid op- 
portunity.

What does it feel like to be a celebrity? 
“Well, it feels pretty good. It has its ups 
and downs. Every now and then, you get 
sort of panicky, Once in a while, you get 
resentful. Most of the time you just feel 


too rushed and a little bewildered, and 


kinda pleased.” 

Thus does Ernie Pyle, America’s genial 
war correspondent, describe his feeling 
upon returning home recently from the 
Mediterranean war front to find himself 
famous, Acknowledging a certain immod- 
esty in classing himself among the elite, 
Ernie admits that certain advantages ao- 
crue from being “known”—such as getting 
personal privileges like “shortage” articles 
from under the counter; railroad and air- 
line reservations and getting the plumber 
and typewriter man who aren’t supposed 
to accept calls before a week from Satur- 
day. 

Whatever advantages Ernie Pyle finds 
in his new fame are more than deserved if 
the opinion of the soldiers in the European 
Theater of Operations is any criterion. 
While here, Ernie made a point of shunning 
the comfortable places, preferring instead 
the cold, dank tents of a field unit or a 
lonely anti-aircraft station where he would 


squat for hours listening to the boys so he 
could tell the true story to the folks back 
home, 

As Ernie puts it in his new book, “Here 
Is Your War,” his segment of the picture 
is the tired and dirty soldiers who are 
alive and don’t want to die; of long dark- 
ened convoys in the middle of the night; 
of shocked and silent men wandering back 
down the hill from battle; of chow lines 
and atabrine tablets and foxholes and burn- 
ing tanks and Arabs holding up eggs and 
the rustle of high-blown shells; of jeeps 
and petrol dumps and smelly bedding rolls 
and C rations and cactus patches ... of 
laughter, too, and anger and wine and love- 
ly flowers and constant cussing... . 

Commenting on his new popularity, Er- 
nie sums up our feeling with his own: “I

Wheeler does; they will certainly fail 
if John S, Hoyland’s ideas find acceptance. 

Crammed into Mr. Hoyland’s brief book 
are the observational fruits of 15 yeara of 
varied and relevant work in India. As @ 
British doctor, teacher and fighter against 
famine, he learned his India the hard way, 
and concludes: “In many ways, British rule 
has been good, but it has not been good 
enough; it has led to appalling miseries, 
The time has come when it must cease, 
and another way be tried, however steep 
‘and hard,” 

* * * 

Two influences seem to have determined 
the very different views expressed in “In- 
dia Against the Storm.” Post Wheeler ap- 
parently visited India after a long career 
as a State Department official, and spent 
most of his time with Britons and native 
potentates. Perhaps it is his diplomatic 
background that limits his focus to the sur- 
face political tussle between the Congress 
party and the British, Most of his book is 
an anecdotal account of this tug o’ war, ana 
account neither just nor complete. 

Since they disagree sharply about every- 
thing Indian, from the roots of the trouble 
to possible solutions, the two books afford 
an excellent corttrast. In assigning the 
blame for the present stalemate, Wheeler 
is content to belabor the several million 
people organized into the Congress party 
as being the tools of fanatically destruc- 
tive lunatics. Their greatest madness seems 
to be the single-mindedness with which they 
have pressed for freedom. Hoyland, on the 
other hand,. digs deeper and insists that 
India’s difficulties come from the British 
imperial system, over-population and an 
“unelastic rural economy.” 

— > * m 

Since Mr. Wheeler assumes that the In- 
dian impasse is an unnecessary one, he is 
willing to accept Britain’s dealing with the 
independence movement as a police prob- 
lem. Mr. Hoyland, however, argues that 
the British should immediately call a demo- 
cratically elected assembly from all the 
states in India. After this body framed a 
constitution, a national government would 
be set up under it, 

The United Nations must have Indian 
tranquillity and support in their war against 
Japan. India wants freedom, and a chance 
to accomplish its industrial revolution and 
national unification. It will take a good 
deal of carefully clear thought before we 
can make the best of this situation. “In- 
dia Against the Storm” contributes little 
“Indian Crisis” is much 
more to the point.

This foolery, otherwise known 
as political strategy, would, if it 
were not for Mr. Willkie, be the 
standard practice in both parties.

The notion that a candidate for 
President should declare himself, 
and then say what he thinks, is 
too simple-minded for the master 
strategists who are getting ready 
to provide our country with its 
next President.

By not being a candidate and 
yet by not being not a candidate, 
Mr. Roosevelt suffocates at birth 
all other Democratic boomlets. No 
other candidacy can have the au- 
dacity to be born into the Demo- 
cratic political family. On the Re- 
publican side the principal con- 
tenders, apart from Wendell Will- 
kie, are all strong and silent men, 
too intensely pre-occupied to think 
about being President of the 
United States. Their silence per- 
mits them to appear to be every- 
thing that Mr. Roosevelt and the 
New Deal are not, and everything 
that every conceivable Republican 
voter would like them to be.* Thus

RATION! SUSPENDED 


tl Harts Co. Penalized for 
Month—Taxicab Used 4 
Stolen Tires. 


Gasoline rations for the 10 taxi- 
cabs operated by Harris Taxicab 
Co., a Negro firm, have been sus- 
pended for one month because 
four stolen tires were found on 
a Harris taxicab, the Office of 
Price Administration announced 
today, 

The suspension order will be ef- 


fective Feb. 21 to March 21. It 
will have the effect of keeping 
Harris taxicabs off the streets dur- 
ing this period, the OPA said, since 
the order stipulates that Ezra 
Harris, operator of the company, 
must not use any gasoline rations 
in lieu of the suspended allot- 
ments, and prohibits Leonard 
Rice, on whose taxicab the stolen 
tires were found, from using any 
‘other rations for his machine. 

The action against the company 
followed a hearing conducted last 
Jan. 29 by OPA Hearing Officer 
James D. Dockery. The firm was 
convicted of operating a vehicle 
on tires obtained through im- 
proper channels. OPA regulations 
provide that, if one unit. of a fleet 
of cars is operated in violation of 
rules, action may be taken against 
the entire fleet. 

The OPA said Harris asserted 


and did not know the tires were 
stolen until police impounded the 
entire fleet of taxicabs last Nov. 
29. Rice contended he had used 
tire purchase certificates granted 
him to buy the four tires from 
Harris's brother, Robert Harris Jr., 
formerly associated with the taxi- 
cab firm, Rice asserted he paid 
$10 each for the tires and did not 
know they were stolen, 

The number of taxicabs the Har- 
ris firm was authorized to operate 
was reduced from 380 to 10 last 
Jan. 4 by the Board of Public 
Service, which found the 
pany guilty of operating a taxicab 
without Hability insurance, of per- 
mitting a .stolen car to be used 
as a cab, and of permitting stolen 
tires to be used on another taxicab.

A well equipped port, with 
wharves and other facilities, is 
essential to the supply of a large 
landing force. The capacity of 
the little ports of Nettuno and 
Anzio is not great; therefore the 
supply of the present beachhead 
is more or less at the mercy of 
the weather and is further limited 
by the available number of land- 
ing craft. In order to have as- 
sured supply for a large army, a 
port where seagoing ships can 
come alongside docks and dis- 
charge cargo is indispensable. 

Keeping this in mind, the state- 

ment of a British military spokes- 
man is perhaps not without sig- 
nificance. He urges that we 
should keep this landing operation 
in its true perspective—as aiding 
the progress of the other Allied 
armies in Italy. Note that he says 
“the other armies’—that is, the: 
remainder of the Fifth Army on 
the Cassino front, and the Highth 
Army. on the Adriatic side’ of the 
| mountains. 


Eighth Army’s Position. 

The Eighth Army has been quiet 
for a long time—among other 
things, it has a new commander— 
and it has sufféred from atrocious 
weather. But it does have behind 
it the excellent seaports of Bari 
and Taranto, through which it 
can receive reinforcements and 
supplies in quantities limited only 
by the availability of shipping to 
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bring them there. It would seem 
entirely possible that the Eighth 
Army may play a_ considerable 
part in the next phase of the Ital- 
jan campaign. If it were to be 
strongly reinforced, and could ad- 
vance to the Rome-Pescara road, 
it would at once threaten the 
whole of the German armies on 
the west side of the Apennines. 
The Germans would have to find 
more troops to: stop it; or they 
might once more Yace disaster in 
Italy. 
It is worth saying again that 
the Allied strategy in Italy i 
being worked out by one who has 
shown himself a master at this 
sort of military chess game—Gen. 
Sir Harold R. G. Alexander. 
His ability is no guarantee of 
inevitable success — he can fail 
like any one else—something may 
go wrong. For example, the beach- 
head may not hold after all, or 
the weather may continue adverse 
without a break. But it is im- 
possible to suppose that he is not 
hewing to a well-thought-out line; 
he could certainly foresee events 
as far as they have gone, and he 
cuitainly knows what his next 
move is going to be.

These problems must be settled 
and these difficulties must be 
faced. I fear the time is past 
when postponement of these de- 
cisions can result in anything 
more than in the exacerbation of 
already mounting bitterness, and 
in the taking of unilateral de- 
cisions. The part of present wis- 
dom would seem to lie in grasp- 
ing the nettle firmly, and in pre- 
venting the creation of a situa- 
tion where these decisions can 
no longer be made by agreement 
among the United Nations.

ODAY I am going to answer 
T questions often asked about

Which is better, tooth paste or

No real difference. Individual 
preference determines the choice. 
They are the same except for the 
material added to the powder to 
make it into paste. : 
Can you make your own tooth 
powder? 
Yes—one part finely pulverized 
table salt, and three parts of bak- 
ing soda. 


Does chewing gum help or harm 
the teeth? 


There is no scientific evidence 
that the exercise helps the teeth 
or stimuldtes the gums. The sugar 
in chewing gum may contribute to 
dental. decay, 


Should one of the primary or 
temporary teeth be removed when 
it appears there will not be room 
for the permanent set? 


Not as a rule, Because the pri- 
mary teeth are smaller than the 
permanent teeth and their pres- 
ence stimulates the jaw to grow 
wrk make room for the permanent 
teeth, |

WHAT SHOULD be done if the 
*(permanent) central meisor tooth 
of an eight-year-old child is brok- 
en accidentally? 


Fractured teeth are an individu- 
al problem. Each case must be 
worked out by the dentist himself. 
Usually when no protection is 
given to the fractured tooth” the 
pulp dies and the tooth may have 
to be removed. Sometimes it is 
Only necessary for the dentist to 
smooth the rough edges of the 
tooth, — 


What should be done. about a 
widée space between the two front 
teeth of an 8 or 9 year old child? 

Usually nothing need be done 
because the other permanent teeth 
as they appear tend to push the 
central teeth together. 


What should be done about the 
saw-edge on newly erupted incisor 
teeth? 


When these teeth are in proper 
position the pointed cusps begin 
to wear and the normal smooth 
edge is left. 


Should X-ray be taken of chil- 
dren’s teeth?

YES, AS OFTEN or even niore 
often than an adult's in order to 
discover disease conditions and to 
follow up the development of the 
tooth germ. Also X-ray of a child’s 
mouth will show whether the per- 
manent teeth are in praper posi- 
tion, X-ray will also show whether 
‘any supernumerary teeth are pres- 
ent, : 

If the primary teeth are poor 
second ones also be bad? 

Not™necessarily. The second 
teeth are formed when the baby is 
born, If the child has an edaquate 
diet with a proper allowance of 


calcium after birth these teeth 
should be well formed, 


At what age should a child start 
using a tooth brush? 


As soon as all the primary teeth 
have erupted, which is about two 
to two and a half years of age and 
the parent will do most of the 
brushing for a time. It is a good 
idea to let the child brush its own 
teeth, the parent going. over them 
afterwards. Thus the child is 
forming the habit of regular teeth 
brushing while the parent is doing 
the actual cleaning.

Big, jovial and gray-haired, Mc- 
Lean hasn't found life any bed of 
roses. He started as a water boy 
with a railway construction {firm 
in Minneapolis. Later he became 
timekeeper with a Montana firm 
and then—really getting down to 
business—was made general su- 
perintendent of Toronto Construc- 


tion Co. 
T along and before long Harry 
McLean was a Colonel. That’s 
where he got his army experience 
that has endeared service men to 
him—and why service men so often 
are the recipients of his informal 
gifts. Back in Canada, he became 
an executive at» various posts. In 
1931 he became president of Do- 
minion Construction, which or- 
ganization he still heads. 

As a construction § engineer, 
nothing stops him.

West led the diamond four, 
South ruffed, led a spade to dum- 
my and returned the heart queen 
East covered, declarer won, cashed 
the heart jack, discarding dum- 
my’s low spade, then cashed his 
other spade trick, A second dia- 
mond, was now ruffed with the 
nine, a heart with the four, and 
a third diamond with the 10. Right 
grere, however, West took an in- 
terest in the proceedings by over- 
ruffing with the queen. and re 
turning a trump. Declarer soon 
discovered that he could not ruff 
two spades and another heart with 
only two trumps remaining in 
dummy. 

East's bidding had been the best 
possible evidence that West could 
have no more than two diamonds
